“Go slowly” in developing' 
the Cyrus H. McCormick Ex­ 
perimental Forest, officials of 
the U.S. Forest Service were 
told at a two-day meeting in 
M arquette over the weekend. 
About 30 representatives of 
such diverse groups as the Sier­ 
ra Club and the Timber Pro­ 
ducers Association of Wiscon­ 
sin and Michigan gave the fed- 
eral agency their suggestions 
on how to manage the 17,124- 
acre forest in Marquette and 
Baraga counties. 
Their recommendations ran 
the gamut from almost com­ 
plete protection of the tract as 
a wilderness area to a system­ 
atic program of logging parts 
of the forest. 
Caution Urged

Gordon

ued to maintain the lodge until 
his death, although he hadn’t 
visited the property since 1946. 
Second Growth 
Most of the tract is composed 
of 
second 
growth 
northern 
hardwoods, but a stand of large 
virgin white pine is growing in 
the Yellow Dog River valley 
in the northeastern part of the 
McCormick Forest. Except for 
the lodge and service buildings 
at White Deer Lake and a 
three-mile gravel road leading 
to them from the Peshekee 
Grade, the property is unde­ 


veloped. The tract contains 18 
lakes and several streams. 
McCormick's will stipulated 
that the land should be used 
“for research and other pur­ 
poses.” 
Research Accepted 
The ad hoc committee accept­ 
ed “the overriding role of re­ 
search” in the management of 
the tract but did not specify 
what types of research should 
be 
undertaken. 
Possibilities 
ranged all the way from re­ 
search on the impact of logging 
to studies of the psychological

wilderness areas. 
Committee members favored 
formation of a program review 
committee to study research 
project proposals. 
In a summary of conclusions 
reached by the committee, Jay

When Alfred E. France of Washington D.C., 
co-chairman of the Upper Great I^akes Regional 
Commission, was in Escanaba last week to talk 
to delegates at the quarterly meeting of the Up­ 
per Peninsula Committee on Area Progress, he 
spoke of a “new federalism” constructed around 
a “regional” concept and of a five-year plan for 
creating 50,000 new jobs in the Upper Great 
Lakes area. 
To create the jobs, he said, it will require 
some $450 million in federal investment and an­ 
other $1 billion from private industry. 
Assuming that the 50,000 jobs and the in­ 
vestment were divided equally among the 119 
counties in northern Michigan, Wisconsin and 
Minnesota which 
are included 
in the Upper 
Great Lakes Commission’s sphere of influence, 
that would mean some $12.2 million would be 
needed to create about 420 jobs in each of the 
119 counties. 
That makes the whole program sound a 
little bit more plausible, although there is still 
no guarantee that the Upper Great Lakes Com­ 
mission will be able to pry the required $450 
million out of the federal treasury. A $12.2 mil­ 
lion investment of government and private 
funds over five years is not unrealistic. 


The Upper Great Lakes Regional Commis­ 
sion, like the federal commission on Appalachia, 
was created to help an area which is considered 
to be economically depressed. Its object is to 
increase jobs and income In the area and ini­ 
tially at least it has attempted to do this by 
providing special funding for community and 
area projects which might not otherwise have 
been completed. 
Special grants have been provided, for ex­ 
ample, for airport construction (Escanaba got 
$100,000), vocational education (Bay de Noc 
Community College got $60,000), public works 
(Nahma got $132,OCH) for a water supply), in­ 
dustrial parks, harbors and marinas, tourist 
parks, etc. In addition, the Commission is un­ 
derwriting the cost of 
special demonstration 
projects designed to show' local residents how7 
they might get more mileage out of their re­ 
sources. In the Upper Peninsula, for example. 
Timber, Inc., was created to demonstrate more 
efficient methods of wood harvest and market­ 
ing and the Northern Beef Enterprise project 
under direction of Michigan State University at 
Chatham will attempt to demonstrate more ef­ 
ficient beef growing practices. 
The idea behind these projects is that by 
providing new' techniques and services (trained 
labor force through vocational education pro­ 
grams, for example) and facilities (an indus­ 
trial park equipped with necessary utilities, etc.) 
that outside industry and business will find the 
area more attractive in w’hich to locate, bring­ 
ing more jobs. 


To date, the results have been rather limited 
as far as attracting new' industry and there have 
been no dramatic breakthroughs, but there may 
be some truth to the assumption that Upper 
Great Lakes Regional Commission support of 
the Escanaba airport has increased the attrac­ 
tiveness of the Escanaba Area for industry. 
Of course, there is still much to be done. 
The Upper Peninsula, boxed in by lakes as 
it is and far enough from the industrial centers 
of the middle west to pose a transportation prob­ 
lem, will become increasingly more attractive to 
industry as the metropolitan 
centers become 
more crowded and polluted. With the work week 
being shortened continually, the advantages of 
“instant recreation” enjoyed by residents of 
the U. P. look better and better to the city 
dwellers. 
The addition of tax credits for industries 
in the region as suggested by France also would 
help, if Congress approves. 
But before any substantial growth can 
come to the area, more housing and better high­ 
ways are needed. Public utilities also must have 
sufficient capacity to handle greater demands 
in supply of water and power, for example, and 
also in control of effluent. 
There is a delicate line to be drawm between 
development of industry and business and the 
rape of the 
area’s 
irreplaceable 
natural re­ 
sources. 
The Upper Great I^akes Regional Commis­ 
sion, if it gets federal money to do what it pro­ 
poses, can have a great impact on the Upper 
Peninsula and northern Great Lakes states. A 
total of 50,000 new* jobs would be welcomed. 
But let’s not go so fast that it might take 20 
years or more to overcome the first five-year 
program. In 20 years, the resources of the area 
might be the most valuable asset anywhere in 
the nation.

The Sault Ste. Marie City Commission has 
fixed Feb. IO, 1970, as the date for a special 
election on the controversial city income tax or­ 
dinance adopted by the commission Nov. 3. The 
election w’as forced by the filing of petitions 
Nov. 25 requesting an election to permit Sault 
citizens to vote on the ordinance.

There is no justification for 
premeditated murder as some­ 
thing distinct

necessity in wartime. So, when 
a young ex-door gunner on a 
helicopter is bothered in hi3 
conscience by 
what he 
has 
heard 
about some allegedly 
wanton killings in South Viet­ 
nam, you have to sympathize 
with him in his efforts to get 
things off his chest. 
Ronald Ridenour, the

These are questions 
that can only be answered by 
full testimony to court.

Bank Service Charge 
Could Benefit Check 
Cuts 
Users

NEW YORK (AP) — Price 
cutting in the retail banking in­ 
dustry has broken cwt in many 
sections of the country, wnth 
some banks dropping entirely 
their service charges on person­ 
al checking accounts. 
The situation is viewed by 
barkens as extraordinary and 
perhaps unprecedented, and by 
consumers as a welcome excep­ 
tion to the general rule of higher 
and higher prices. 
Stiff Competitors 
Banks have in the past been 
stiff competitors but seldom in 
the area of prices. Instead, cus­ 
tomers have been attracted by 
convenient offices, by parking 
spaces, 
drive-in 
windows 
or 
give-aways. 
Prices for loans and checking 
account services generally set­ 
tled at a uniform rate that could 
be obtained from most banks in 
a locality. Price cutting, a* 
practiced in other businesses, 
was almost unknown. 
Marketing Upset 
A study by the Federal Re­ 
serve Bank of Boston shows that 
traditional marketing ideas are 
being upset, primarily by the 
trend to lower or dropped serv­ 
ice charges on Checking ac­ 
counts. 
Over the period of a year such 
charges can run from a few dol­ 
lars for inactive accounts to $50 
or more for accounts with con­ 
siderable turnover. The loss of 
such revenue, some bankers be­ 
lieve, will seriously erode prof­ 
its. 
The 
cut-rate 
checking 
ac­ 
counts began to appear in 19G4 
in Massachusetts and Connecti­ 
cut, but have spread in a spot­ 
ted pattern from coast to coast 
and border to border. 
New Bank To Balance 
The 
Boston 
bank’s 
study 


shows that much of the price- 
cutting competition comes from 
new banks anxious to build up 
their deposits. To them, the 
money to be made on checking 
accounts is of less concern than 
attaining sizeable deposits that 
can be invested profitably in 
loans, bonds and real estate. 
Reluctantly, the larger and 
more 
established 
banks 
are 
forced to cut the prices of their 
checking account services or 
face 
the loss of customers. 
Some banks have decided on the 
latter course as the more sensi­ 
ble. 
In most instances, the price 
cutting has not eliminated all 
charge*.

EAST LANSING (AP) — The 
president af Yale University 
says tthe “ involuntary campus” 
and the "manipulated society” 
are among roots of campus tur­ 
moil in the United States. 
In remarks prepared for the 
fall commencement of Michigan 
S t a t e University, 
Kingman 
Brewster Jr. said Saturday'that 
“If we do not restore a wide­ 
spread faith in the openest of 
society, then I think our present 
troubles wiM seem ais noting 
compared to what lies ahead.” 
“The open society seems to be 
closing,” he said, “Not by con­ 
spiracy, but by the mutual de­ 
pendence of a very small group 
of advertisers, media and poli* 
ticians.” 
Against Mergers 
He called for resistance to big- 
business mergers as one means 
of restoring an open society. 
Brewster also said anti-trust ex­ 
emptions for newspapers should 
be fought, and that broadcasters 
should 
make 
low-cost prime 
time available for political can­ 
didates. 
Politics, he said, is “increas­ 
ingly dominated by the concen­ 
tration of scif-perpetu at ling pow­ 
er. Running for office has be­ 
come a millionaire's game.” 
In economics, he said, “fre­ 
quently rivalry has shifted from 
usefiKl lowering of cost and price 
to larger and larger sales ex­ 
penses, inflating the role of the 
huckster, Madison Avenue, not 
Wall Street, - has become the 
control headquarters.” He said 
“more suppliers, more dealers 
become dependent satellies of 
fewer and fewer large conglom­ 
erates.” 
Networks Target 
Pointing to the three major 
broadcasting networks, he said 
“are equally fearful of offending 
either the private or the public 
powers that be ” 
And he said, “The survival of 
the strongest if not the fittest 
newspapers has produced local 
and regional journalistic mono­ 
polies.” Brewster said, too, there 
is “little room for significant 
new 
entrants 
into 
national 
weekly journalism.” 
Although he sand the problem 
of the “maniuplated society” is 
a “larger order” than the “in­ 
voluntary 
campus,” 
Brewster 
also had strong words about the 
academic situation. 
He said too many students are 
driven to colllege against their 
will because of status pressures. 
Others go, he said, simply to 
avoid the military. 
Barks Students 
“I can no longer blame a 
young man for accepting the 
draft sanctuary of academicia 
as an alternative to the risk of 
killing and dying in a war no­ 
body is enthusiastic about.” he 
said. “You might as well blame 
a man of wealth for buying mu­ 
nicipal bonds.” 
Breweries said that even with­ 
out the threat of draft, others 
would go to school because of 
“pure conformity to the pace of 
the .conventional escalators 
of 
success.” 
“It is the excessive lock-step, 
continuity of learning, from age 
5 to 25, which stultifies the mo­ 
tivation of some of the most 
gifted students,” he said. 
Brewester said too much em­ 
phasis is placed on advanced 
degrees such as doctorates. 
“ ‘Credentialtis’ is one of the 


principal diseases which afflicts 
university life.” he said. “The 
package, not the product, seems 
to be what counts.” 
He said employers and uni­ 
versities should make arrange­ 
ments under which talented se­ 
niors could return to the cam­ 
pus anytime within IO years of 
graduation. That way, he said, 
the student could get advanced 
schooling if it was really need- 
cd-not just to keep up with the 
system. 
“A persons should not be made 
to feel that he must get all his 
formal education in the first 20 
years of 
his 
life,” Brewster 
said “Nor should he be made
